Program for Developaent of Education In Emerging Cotmtrie^.

1. This memorandum is for the DCI’s information and action . Such 
action is recommended in paragrap h 8. 

2. Attached (Enclosure A) is Ahhott Washhum's and Wally Nielsen’s 
program for the development of education in emerging countries sent to 
the DC I vith Mr. Washburn’s letter of 20 February 196 I. It is my untler- 
standing that Mr. W. W, Kostow is extremely interested in Mr, Washburn’s 
proposals . 

3. The Washburn-Nielsen program is not new; its features are con- 
tained in Chapter III of the Sprague Report: (Concluisions and RecoBmeridatiorLS 
of the President’s Canmittee on Information Activities Abroad^ DecemJjer 
i960). In seme instances of similarity, I found the Sprague Report pro- 
posals more meaningful and precise. For e:rample, the Washburn-Nielsen 
program advocates the general development of teacher personnel. The 
Sprague Report recomaends the establishment of teacher training institutes 
to increase the numbers and quality of indigenous teachers. 

4 . The basic concept of a larger, better coordinated program deisigned. 
to increase sharply and quickly the supply of trained manpower in the 
developing areas and to equip those areas to continue such programs on 
their own is, of course, vitally necessary. I do not believe that certain 
features of the program presented by Messrs. Washburn and Nielsen t'ohLy 
meet the need, nor are one or two aspects necessarily desirable. I fm 
dubious about spending considerable sums to establish three ’’great" region?' 1 
universities, when it has beceme obvious that the expansion of secondary, 
technical and vocational education in underdeveloped countries are jn-iority 
prerequisites for increasing the supply of skilled and technically 1a.’ained 
manpower needed by the econaiaies of emerging countries. The establishment 
of regional universities should be considered after programs to extend 
secondary, vocational, technical and adult education are well underway. 
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5. Messrs. Washburn and Melsen call for the "stimulation of other 
nations to participate fully t/ith us in this vork^ either indlvicl-uully o: 
through the etc.’ I question the wisdcm of associating a U.S. 

overseas educational program vith the UW. Such association might dlffuar 
the impact of the program and ccmpound the problems UNESCO faces in its 
present^ unsuccessful efforts to extend primary and secondary educn-tioti 
in underdeveloped areas. 


6. Until the Peace Corps’ programs^ policies, objectives and activities 
Imve been carefully defined, x would be apprehensive about relatinf:; the 
Corps with the education progratii, as suggested by Messrs. Washbum-Nielstn. 

7 . But more important tlian the above 'considerations is the fact 
that the educational development program, if pursued, must have poOlticaJ 
direction, must serve practical U.S. political objectives. While it 
cannot be depicted as such, the program should be an arm of U.S. foreign 
policy. An educational progx-aai of the dimensions recommended by both 
the Sprague Report and Washburn- Nielsen, if indiscriminately carried out 

as a purely do-good effort with purely Idealistic objectives and surrounced 
and encumbered by "gimicky" temainology, might very easily result in more 
condemnation than praise for the U.S. Serious consideration of the Nieleen- 
Washbum proposal should Include attention to structuring the prograra so 
as to pemit the U.S. government to be in the position of insuring that the 
program in fact promotes U.S, policy. 


8. It Is recommended that the DCI, at this time, merely acknowledge 
receipt of klr. Washburn’s letter, e^qpress very general approval of the 
program and state that the proposals will undoubtedly be of Interest to 
those who are planning the Administration’s foreign aid programs. It is 
suggested that the DCI sign and forward the attached letter to Mr. washbum 
(Enclosure B) which contains these expr essinns and ptbitndPR .
